" Farmer," one of the leading Popi* 


lists of Nevada, baa a communication 
In another column in which he gives 
hit reasons for maintaining the Popu- 
list organization in Nevada. He thinks 
we have not attained that incorruptible 
state in politics -which would warrant 
as in placing the affairs of the State in 
the bands of one political organiza- 
tion. 


If farmer will extend the scope of 


his vision beyond the confines of the 
desert which separates western Nevada 
from the Great East, he will find that 
in many counties there is no political 
organization whatever. 
The people 


recognize the remonstizatioa of silver 
as the paramount issue, and they are 
practically unanimous in favor of it. 
Locally, every person who desires to 
ran for office, gets hie name on the offi 
oial ballot by petition, and the voter 
have from two to six or eight cand 
dates from whom to choose tboir ott 
cars, whereas under the old system 
they seldom had more than two candi 
dates. ID this way, whore all are in HI 
oord on National issues, the voters ar< 
not restricted in theirchoice for county 
officers to the nominees of party con- 
ventions, which are sometimes con 
trolled by rings and cliques. 


"farmer" seems to beat fault re- 


garding the principles of the Silver- 
Democratic party. Two years ago the 
Silver State Convention waa held be- 
fore the Populist State Convention, 
consequently it could nut have stolen 
Populist thunder for its platform: On 
the contrary, the Populist State pint- 
form of 1894, contained no principle 
that was not embodied in the Silver 
party platform,Jadopted before UIB Pup- 
ulist ^Convention was held. Again, in 
189C, the Elko Convention adhered to 
the Silver platform of 1894, with tlm 
addition of a plank or two frj-ji the 
Chicago platform on which Mr. Bryan 
was nominated.

the extremes of goldbugism and Popu 
lism. It is comprehensive and explicit 
It deals with every living inauein a was 
that cannot be misunderstood aud tbal 
it waa approved by every Populist iu 
Nevada, except the extreme radical, i 
proved conclusively by the election re 
tarns. 


Bryan carried California by several 
thousand majority.

It Costs Great Britain Over 88,OOO,OOO to 


Dress Its Soldiers. 


It costs the British govenmieii t $C,- 


850,000 annually for clothing furnished 
its, army all over the world. Each of 
the foreign possessions, however, has to 
payback to a certain extent the amount 
which the uniforms of the troops sta- 
tioned or sent there has cost, and this 
entails no end of complicated bookkeep- 
ing. 


India, for instance, pays for the cloth- 


ing of its own troops, and also for the 
uniforms of the men which England 
sends there. The latter item is about 
$675,000 annually. On the other hand, 
when a regiment comes home from In- 
dia, that country has to be paid back 
the full value of the clothes they wear. 


'The government sells old and worn- 


out articles to the secondhand dealers, 
who, by the way, nsoally accumulate 
fortunes in a short time. The value of 
castoff clothes so disposed of is about 
$140,000 yearly. The scraps remaining 
after the uniforms have been cut out 
also bring a matter of $30,000 annual- 
ly. In all the authorities receive back 
about $1,500,000, thus reducing the to- 
tal cost of clothing the army to loss than 
$5,000,000 a year. 


The best-quality of everything is nsed 


in the manufacture of uniforms. 
In 


fact-, it is said they are too good (or dn- 
rahlo wear. A huge factory in Piinlico, 
London, makes a large share of (ho fur- 
nishings, but vast quantities of foot and 
hond gear are bought ready made. Boots 
and leggings, for example, cost ?,1,105,- 
000 and headdresses 5250,000. 


Tho thousands of miles of flannel, 


Ifiien, calico, cloth, velvet, eto., the 
millions of buttons, the tons of cotton 
wool, the billions of yards cf sewing 
cotton, that are made into smart tunics, 
tidy trousers and warm shirts nost $2(. 
425,000. Tho wages paid for making 
these up are over 80,000 a week. Some 
of. the salaries paid for this hranch aro 
excellent for England. Tho inspector of 
clothing receives $0,000 and his assist- 
ants $2,750 apiece, and so on down the 


- long list. 


Biit all this vast expense is probably 


much less thu.u tho ammul outlay that 
France or Germany makes for keeping 
its soldiers smart in appearance in times 
of peace. In Germany, for example, ev- 
ery man iii the crmy is said to have 
four complete suits of military clothing.

World Shown to Ck>od Advantage In His 
Pygmy Kingdom—The Darker Side of a 
Brilliant Career. 


Elbu was an island divided against 


'itself, there being both imperialists and 
royalists among its inhabitants and a 
considerable party whioh desired inde- 
pendence. By representing that Napo 
leon had brought with him fabulous 
<nm.s the Austrian and English comuiis 
nioners easily won the Elbaiis'to a for 
vor of loyalty for their now emperor. 
Before nightfall of the 4th tho court 
tvas established, and tho new adminis- 
tration began its labors. Having mas- 
tered tho resources nud needs at his 
pygmy realm, the emperor began to <le 
ploy all his powers, mending tho high 
ways, fortifying tho strategic) points and 
oroating about tho nucleus of 400 guards 
which wero sent from Pontaineblean on 
sfficient little army of 1,600 men. Hia 
sxpenses wero regulated to the minutest 
rtotail both at homo and abroad. Tho 
i'M works and iron- mines, which wero 
the bulwarks of Elbaii prosperity, bogan 
(it ouco to increase their output, and 


deitf 
taxation was regulated with scrupulous 
nicety. By that suporemiuent virtue of 
the French burgher, good management, 
tJip island was made almost indepoud- 
nut of the remnants of tho Tuileries 
treasure (about 5,000,000 francs) which 
Napoleon had brought from Franco. The 
same powers whioh had swayed u world 
operated with equal success in u sphere 
almost microscopic by comparison. 


Before long the Princess Borgheso, 


separated soon after her marriage from 
her second husband and banished since 
1810 from Paris for impertinent conduct 
to tho empress, came, according to prom- 
ise, to bo her brother's companion, 
and Madamo Mere, though distant in 
prosperity, camo likewise to soothe her 
son in adversity. Tho intercepted letters 
of tho former provo her to have boeu at 
least ns looso in her life uv Elba as over 
before,- but they do not afford i! sufli- 
cient basis for tho scandals concerning 
her relations with Napoleon whioh were 
founded upon them and industriously 
circulated at tbe court of Louis XVIII. 
The shameful charge lias no adequate 
foundation of any sort. 


Napoleon's 'economies were rendered 


not merely expedient, but imperative 
by tho fact that none of the money 
from France was forthcoming winch 
had been promised in his treaty with 
tho powers. After it short stay Koller 
frankly stated that, iu his opinion, it. 
would never be paid and departed. The 
island swarmed with Bourbon' spies, 
and tho only conversation iu which Na 
poleon could indulge himseJf unguard- 
edly was with Sir Noil Campbell, tlio 
English representative, or with tho ti- 
tled English gentlemen who gratified 
their cariosity by visiting him. During 
the summer heats, when tho court was 
eucamped on tho heights at Marciiuia 
for refreshment, there appeared a mys- 
terious lady with her child. Both were, 
well received and kindly treated, but 
they withdrew themselves entirely from 
the public gaze. Common rumor said it 
was tho empress, but this was not true. 
It was tho Countess Walewsku, with 
tho son she had borne to her host, whom 
slio still adored. They remained but a 
few days and departed ao uiysteriounly 
as they had conic.

Of j[]0 imperial residence1, openly strag- 
gling for Napoleon's favor HK they hud 
so far never dared to do. Success too 
frequently attended Uioir efforts. 
But 


the one woman who should have bcon 
at his side was absent. Ifc is certain that 
she made oh honest effort to come, and 
apartments wero prepared for her recep- 
tion in the littlo pnlnco at Porto Fcrru- 
jo, Her fattier, however, thwartoil her 
at every turn, unit finally she wits n vir- 
tual prisoner at Sohouhruuu, 


So manifest was tho restraint that her 


grandmother, Caroline, queen of-t!ie 
two Sicilies, cried out in indignation, 
"If I wero in the place of Maria Louisa, 
I would tie tbo-.sheots of my bad to iho 
window framo and flee." Gommiitod 
to tho charge of tho clogiuu; nud subtle 
Neipperg, afavoritochauiberlaiu, vvl;om 
site had first seen at Dresden, ho p'r^rl 
her with such insidious wiles that ut 
last her slender moral fiber was entirely 
broken down und she fell a victim to 
his charms.
